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New Brockton’s first council meeting

Monday evening's meeting of the 
New Brockton Town Council lasted 
just over thirty minutes, 

The shortness of the council's 
first meeting of 1997 could be attrib- 
uted to the fact that members held an 


earlier work session last Monday 
evening (December 30)

County Conimission in 1996 4 
brief and to the point. 
On Monday, December 23, 


1996, commissioners wasted littie 
time in moving through a small 
agenda before taking off for the holi- 
days 

Charlie Webb, director of Coffee 
County’s Emergency Management 
Agency, briefed the new commis- 
sicn on the workings of the agency 
and how it got its beginning in 1990. 

He requested that the commission 
appoint a representztive from the 
commission to chair the agency’s 
board of directors. 

Webb pointed out that, although 
the EMA is a county agency, it’s 
board of directors is made up of rep- 
resentatives from each of the four 


municipalities (Elba, Enterprise, 
New Brockton and Kinston) in the 
county. 


The commissioners agreed to 
make the appointment by the end of 
January. 

The director commented on the 
billing problem presently being ex- 
perience on the E-911 fee and noted 
that GTE officials assured him that 
the problem was being corrected. 

Turning to other matters of busi- 
ness, County Engineer Randy Tin- 
dell recommended that the cormrmis- 
sion give final approval on the plat 
for Sandy Oaks Estates Subdivision. 

The commission, upon Tindell’s 
recommendation, also approved two 


other preliminary subdivision plats. 
One on Chateau Hill located on Co. 
Rd. 708 just off Co, Rd. 715 and the 
ther on Forehand Subsivision loc 
ed just off AL Hwy. 134 on Co. Rd. 
602. 

Several waivers to some of the re- 
quirements in the county's subdivi- 
sion regulations were granted to the 
developer on the Forehand Subdivi- 
sion. According to Tindell, these 
were all minor details. 

Commissioners signed a resolu- 
tion entering into an agreement with 
the state to resurface Co. Rd, 514 
from AL, Hwy. 87 to the New Brock- 
ton city limits. 

This project is part of the FY ‘97 
Federal Aid funding and the contract 
should be let in late February. 

During the general business ses- 
sion, Commissioner Robert Ste- 
phens, after commenting on the con- 
dition of the floor covering on the 
bottom floor of the Elba Courthouse, 
made a motion that the necessary re- 
pairs be made, 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the commission voted to table 
the matter for further study. 

Commissioners Stephens, Len 
Averett, and Kayo Lewis voted 
against tabling the issue. Stephens 
noted that one individual had already 
fallen due to the floor’s condition 
and that something needed to be 
done as soon as possible. 

Before adjourning, Stephens not- 
ed that Coffee County will be 155 
years old on December 29.

Strays will be picked up by on- 
duty police officers or employees of 
the street department. 

In order to enforce ordinances al- 
ready on the books concerning ani- 
mal control, the council approved us- 
ing the City of Elba dog pound at a 
cost of $300 per year 

They also had to agree to pur- 
chase or provide a means of traris- 
porting the “captured” strays to the 
pound, plus purchase a tranquilizer 
gun to be used in subduing the ani- 
mals. 

Notices will be sent to all the resi- 
dents of the town advising them of 
the town's intention to enforce the 
“leash law.” 

In other action, the council ap- 
proved the return to county gas 
pumps for fueling the town's vehi- 
cles. 

During the past administration, 
this practice was discontinued dur- 
ing a disagreement over a road main- 
tenance problem. Since that time, the 
town has been buying gas and diesel 
fuel from local businesses. 

According to Mayor Lee, by pur- 
chasing gas at the courity pumps, the 
town can save 41¢ per gallon. The 
council approved this action starting 
February 1. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers re- 
ported that his departrnent had an- 
swered 6 complaints during the past 
month. officers issued 17 citations, 
made & arrests, and investigated 4 
automobile accidents with no inju- 
ries. 

He reported that the rescue squad 
made 17 runs while the fire depart- 
ment responded to only one call.

Forgiveness defined by Webster is having the capacity to excuse, to par 
don, to remit or cancel any wrongful acts committed toward an individual, 
Matthew 18:21-35 tells us that we are to forgive our brother not seven 
times, but severity times seven. An unforgiving heart blocks access to the 
Kingdom of God and to its marvelous power. (Mark 11:22-26) 


The first person you probably have not forgiven is yourself. More people 
lack forgiveness toward themselves than toward anybody else. They are un- 
willing to forgive themselves and to recognize that God says, “As far as the 
east is from the west, so far hath he removed our transgressions from us,” 
(Ps. 103:12). if you are a believer, He has already cleansed your conscience 
from dead works so that you might serve the living God. God cleanses us 
for service in order not to ‘eave us with the guilt of past sin. That should be 
dead, buried, and forgotten. 


The second person we have to forgive, if we have bitterness, is God 
Himself. There are people who blame God because a child died, because a 
husband ran away, because they have been sick, because they have not had 
enough money. Consciously or unconsciously, they think all of these things 
are God's fault. There is deep-seated resentment; yet you cannot be resent- 
ful toward God and experience Kingdom Power flowing in your life: you 
have to rid yourself of any bitterness toward God. That may take some soul- 
searching. You must ask yourself, “Am I blaming God for my situation?” 


The third person you may have to forgive is a member of your family. 
You have to get rid of resentment, especially toward those closest to you. 
The husbands, the wives, the children, and the parents -- all must be forgiv- 
en when slights and reseritments have built up in farnily situations. Many 
people say, “Well I didn’t think that counted. I thought that was just a farni- 
ly matter.” All lack of forgiveness has to be eliminated. 


Finally, there has to be forgiveness for anybody else who has ever done 
anything against you. It may be that your resentment is justified. The person 
may have done a very evil, terrible thing to you. You may have every legal 
and intellectual right to hold a grudge and to hate that person. Bui if you 
want to see Kingdom life and power in your life, it is absolutely imperative 
that you forgive. 


Forgive them to the point where you actually feel yourself cleansed of 
resentment and bitterness and are actually praying for them. If you do not, 
the lack of forgiveness will make it impossible for God’s yower to be re- 
leased to and in you. The miracle of life depends 100 percent on your rela- 
tionship to God the Father. That relationship is built strictly on the strength 
of His forgiveness of your sins. 


As we enter this new year, let’s search our hearts for any feelings of re- 
sentment and unforgiveriess. If you find any there, “Let’s do the right 
thing,” FORGIVE; and allow the Kingdom of God’s Power to flow in your 
life.

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Controlling spurweed important in 
home lawns 

Sputweed seed start germinating 
during the fall months of the year 
and germination continues until ear 
ly § ming, The plant grows vegeta- 
lively almost unnoticed in dormant 
lawn prasses until early spring. At 
this time, spurweed resumes rapid 
growth, flowers, and then forms 
spiny seed, At the onset of summer 
temperatures, this annual weed dies 
leaving the noxious spiny seed. The 
presence of these seed in a lawn 
make the lawn unusable for children 
or pets. Once the spiny seed are 
formed, there is no method or way to 
remove them from the lawn, except 
for natural decay or decomposition. 
Spurweed control is not difficult if 
measures are started promptly and 
not delayed until the weed reaches 
the flowering and fruiting stage, 

There are a number of herbicides 
available to you that will effectively 
control this weed. The choice of the 
herbicide product depends on time 
of application and the type of desira- 
ble lawn grass present. Since this 
weed is rather inconspicuous in the 
lawn, you may be unaware of the 
weed problem unless you have prior 
knowledge or experience with this 
weed. If you had this weed problem 
last year, you can anticipate the 
same problem this year. A herbicide 
application made at this time should 
control the weed and prevent the for- 
mation of the spiny seeds. 

Herbicide products, such as Purge 
Il and Atrazine Weed Killer contain 
atrazine as the active ingredient and 
are effective in controlling spurweed 
when applied during the early win- 
ter. These products are labeled for 
use on St. Augustine, Centipede, and 
Dormant Bermudagrass lawns, Aa- 
trex containing atrazine and Princep 
containing simazine are two addi- 
tional products that can be used to 
control this weed, These two prod- 
ucts are labeled for use on St. Au- 

ustine, Centipede, and Dormant 

Berinitigarlss and Zoysiagrass 
lawns. Refer to the product label for 
use rate and other applications in- 
structions ard precautionary state- 
ments. 

The key to successful control of 
spurweed is correct timing of appli- 
cation. Delayed action will result in 
another spring and summer of “liv- 
ing with” the spiny seeds. 


Proper care of roses is vital to 
growth 


Bare root roses can be planted in 
the month of January. In fact, Janu- 
ary is the month that you are most 
likely to find them at garden centers 
and nurseries. Proper planting tech- 
niques are important. Dig a good 
sized planting hole--nearly as large 
as a bushel basket. Plant the budhead 
above ground level. Finally, be sure 
to add a mulch and water well to set- 
tle the dirt around the roots. 

Hybrid tea, floribunda, and gran- 
diflora roses should be pruned every 
year. Major pruning is completed 
several weeks before new growth 
starts. For Coffee County, this would 
mean pruning bushes back between 
mid-January to mid-February. 


Urban forestry plays important 
role in the environment 

Many people never correlate the 
word “forestry” with a city. But 
where would 4 town be without 
trees, shrubs, flowers, of birds? Just 
imagine colorless concrete, bricks, 
and asphalt with no shade trees to 
screen the scorching sun, no chirping 
birds, none of the many things that 
we all take for granted every day. 

Trees are a vital clement of every 
community--urban or rural, Howey 
er, trees can't be planted haphazard- 
ly and expected to grow with little or 
no care, 

Here are some things that trees do 
for us: 

*They help control ternperature 
extremes and in turn reduce heating 
costs in winter and cooling costs in 
summer. 

*They help break wind speed 
making the environment more pleas- 
Ant, 

*They clean our air, water, and 
soil, . 

*They absorb loud noises, 

*They help to control flooding 
and prevent wind and water erosion. 

*They camouflage harsh scenery 
and block out unwanted light, 

*They provide screens between 
homes. 

*They soften the drab visual ef 
fects of typical urban buildings. 

*They provide a sanctuary for 
birds and other wildlife. 

*The provide firewood for an en- 
ergy source. 

They offer an atmosphere of 
mental relaxation from the everyday 
turmoil associated with life 


Buckeyes can be used for good 
luck and landscaping 


How many of you keep a buck- 
eye in your pocket for good luck? If 
you need a partial screen for your 
landscape or if you desire a flower- 
ing shrub, but your lot is shady, 
you're still in luck with buckeyes. 
Here is some information about two 
buckeyes native to Alabama. 

Red buckeye (Aesculus pavia) is 
a multi-stem shrub that could be 
called a small tree. It can grow up to 
20 feet but is commonly 8 to 10 feet 
as a shrub. Red buckeye is good for 
shady areas where you need a par- 
tial screen. Red buckeye likes a 
moist area that is well-drained. An 
ideal spot is next to woods where 
there is some sun but shade also. 
Red buckeyes prefer the same soil 
conditions as azaleas. In April, there 
will be red panicles of flowers, al- 
though it won’t flower long, A red 
buckeye will also flower in shade. 

Bottlebrush buckeye (Aesculus 
parvifolia) got its name from the 
panicles of white flowers that look 
like a bottlebrush that bloom in ear- 
ly June. It will flower in shade or 
sun. Bottlebrush buckeye is not usu- 
ally as big as the red buckeye at ma- 
turity. It is considered a shrub and 
can grow 8 to 10 feet tall. Fall leaf 
color is yellow. 

The soil conditions for bottle- 
brush buckeye are the same as for 
red buckeye. However, bottlebrush 
buckeye likes to spread out so you 
will need to give it plenty of room 
to grow. 


These two buckeyes come with a 
warning. All parts of the plants in 
the aesculus species are toxic to hu 
mans and livestock. The nuts on the 
ground may be tempting to smail 
children and livestock, so keep in 
mind that they are poisonots. 


Winter care of strawberries in 
home gardens is important factor 


To enjoy strawberries from your 
garden next year, take care of your 
strawberry plants now. Here are 
some management tips for strawber- 
ry plants. 

Don't forget to mulch strawber 
fies. Mulching will protect crowns 
of plants during the winter months. 
But don't pout mulch over the 
crowns. If you didn’t mulch when 
you established the plants, mulch 
now. Mulching will help control 
weeds, Mulching will also keep the 
berries off the ground and can pre- 
vent fruit rots. Two to three inches 
of wheat straw or pine straw, free of 
weed seed, is recommended. 

Nitrogen should be applied in late 
August or carly September. Ifyou 
missed fertilizing your strawberries, 
wait until next spring to fertilize. 
Fertilizing should be done after har- 
vest and sidedressed in late summer 
or early fail. 

During their dormant season, 
strawberries will need moisture. But 
don’t keep the plants too wet. Mulch 
will heip vonserve some soil mois- 
ture. 


Camellia: The gem in the winter 
landscape P 


The common camellia (Camellia 
japonica) is the state flower and is a 
favorite landscape plant for Alabama 
gardeners. Their bright blooms dur- 
ing the drab days of fall and winter 
add cheer to the landscape. 

Historical records indicate camel- 
lias have been grown in the state 
since the 1830's. 

Camellias are now common 
across the entire state because of the 
development of more cold hardy va- 
ricties. Many can now withstand 
temperattres as low as 5 to 10 de- 
grees Fajrenheit without serious 
damage to the plant. 

Double-flowering varieties often 
fail to produce perfect blo/sms when 
exposeg © temperatures below 20 
degrees. because of this, it's better to 
plant only eariy ana tate-flower sin- 
gle to semi-double varieties in the 
northern half of the state. Camellia 
sasanqua, another species, generally 
require less care than camellia japon- 
ica while still providing spectacular 
blooms. This species blooms earlier 
and generally does not suffer from 
bud damage caused by freezes. They 
are excellent as specimen plants or 
as a screen. 

Most camellias will grow and 
produce beiter flowers if planted im- 
partial shade. Those planted in a 
northern or western exposure or pro- 
tected in some other way from in- 
tense winter morning sun will gener- 
ally stand more cold weather than 
those planted in an eastern or south- 
ern exposure. They also prefer well- 
drained acid soils. 

You can set out container-grown 
camellias any time of year, but late

Senior Winner

County 4-H Peanut Essay Contest. 
The first place senior winner was 
Ruby Bandy, daughter of Mrs. Susie 
Bandy of New Brockton. Susie is in 
the 8th grade at New Brockton High 
School. Here is her essay: 

Important People in 
eanut History 

George Washington Carver 
(1864-1943) was a black American 
scientist who won international 
farne for his agricultural research. 
He was especially noted for his 
work with peanuts. Carver made 
nore than 300 products from pea- 
nuts including a milk substitute, 
face powder, printer's ink, and soap. 
Carver also worked to promote the 
interests of black people and to im- 
prove relation between blacks and 
whites. 

Early years. Carver was born a 
slave on a farm near Diarnond, MO. 
Shortly after Carver's birth, his fa- 
ther was killed in an accident and 
his mother was kidnapped by night 
raiders. The child was reared by 
Moses and Susan Carver, his own- 
érs until slavery was abolished in 
1565. 

As a young boy, George showed 
a keen interest in plants and a great 
desire to learn. The Carvers taught 
him to read and write. When he was 
about 11 years old, he moved to Ne- 
osho, MO, to attend a school for 
black children. For the next 20 
years, Carver worked at various jobs 
to hirnself and pay for his 
educ _ In 1890 he entered Simp- 
son Coliege in Indianola, lowa 
Carver showed promise as a painter, 
but decided to pursue a career in ag- 
ricultare instead. In 1891 he tans- 


ferred to Iowa State Agricultural 
College (now lowa State Universi- 
ty), in Ames. Carver received a 
bachelor’s degree in agriculture in 
1894 and a master’s degree in 1896. 

Tuskegee instructor and research- 
er. In 1896 Carver moved to Ala- 
bama to join the faculty of the Tus 
kegee University, an industrial and 
agricultural school for blacks. Carv- 
er became head of the Tuskegee ag 
ricultural station. At first, Carver 
continued his research on fungi, the 
topic in which he has specialized in 
lowa, However, he gradually began 
to direct his attention toward soil 
conservation and other ways to im- 
prove crop production. At the same 
lime he wrote pamphilets and bulle- 
tins on applied agriculture and dis- 
tributed these publications to farmers 
in Alabarna and other states. Carver 
also sought to teach more productive 
agricultural practices to southern 
farmers-through conferences, travel- 
ing exhibits, demonstrations, and 
public lectures, 

In 1910, Carver became head of 
Tuskegee’s newly created Depart- 
ment of Research. After 1914, he be- 
gan to focus his research on peanuts. 
He received national attention in 
1921, when he lectured about the 
many uses of peanut butter to a com 
mittee of Congress. He later gave 
lectures throughout much of the 
country in an effort to promote pea- 
nuts. He also spent much time dur 
ing the 1920's working to improve 
race zelations. He was especially ac- 
tive in hig work for the Commission 
on Inter-Racial Cooperation and the 
Young Men's Christian Association 
(YMCA). 

Carver never married. In 1940, he 
gave his life's savings of $33,000 to 


the Tuskegee Institute to establish 
the George Washington Carver Re- 
search Foundation for agricultural 
research there. 

The Research of Peanut. Peanut is 
a plant species grown mainly for its 
fruit. The peanut is a legume that is, 
it bears fruit in the form of pods 
(shells) that contains one or more 
seeds. The peanut is more closely re- 
lated to peas than to nuts. There are 
two seeds in most peanut pods. 
These tasty seeds are also called pea- 
nuts. They are a favorite food, 
whether eaten alone or mixed into 
candy, cookies, or pies. Peanut but- 
ter is a’so a popular food. World- 
wide, peanuts are grown chiefly for 
oil. 

The peanut plant is unusual be- 
cause its pods develop underground. 
For this reason, peanuts are often 
called groundnuts. Other names for 
peanut include arachides, goobers, 
mani, and pinders. Peanuts are a nu- 
tritious food. There are more energy- 
giving calories in roasted peanuts or 
peanut butter than in an equal weight 
of beef steak. Peanut butter is caten 
alone in sandwiches. About half of 
came consumed in the United 

tates are eaten as peanut butter, 
About a fourth are sold as roasted 
peanuts. Roasted peanuts are eaten 
alone or mixed into candies, cookies, 
pies, and other bakery products. 
Some ice cream is flavored with pea 
nut butter, Peanut butter is maile 
from ground peanuts. Peanut bread 
is rich in proteins and low in starch. 
Peanuts are sometimes sold as fresh 
boiled peanuts. Instead of drying the 
peanuts after picking, the farmer 
washed the peanuts and boils them 
in Salty water

Managemen! questions 
about horses, cattle & 
swine answered

There are several questions that 
are asked on a routine basis about 
horses, beef cattle, and swine. Of 
couse, we have all three in substan 
tial numbers in Coffee County and 
the surrounding Wiregrass area 

One question asked quite fre 
quently is, “What is the body tem- 
perature for horses, beef cattle, and 
for swine?” Horses will usually have 
a rectal body temperature of around 
99.8°F. This can vary to around 
101°FOne_of the easiest ways to 
take the temperattire is to use a digi- 
tal thermometer much like you 
would buy for a child. Beef vattle 
will usually average somewhere 
around 101°, Cattle body tempera- 
ture can vary as high as 102.5°F ona 
real hot day. Hogs on the other hand 
have a very hot body temperature of 
102.5°F as an average. They can 
vary as high as 103.5°F, What can 
this do for you as a producer? On a 
normal day when there has not been 
much activity, if your animals ap- 
pear listless and weak and there is a 
high body temperature, chances are 
they have an infection somewhere. 

Another question asked frequent- 
ly is “How tong are the heat periods 
and how many days apart are they 
for cattle, hogs, and horses?” Heat 
periods for horses can last up to 11 
days, usually no less than 2 with an 
average of 6. It is usually 22 days, 
no more than 30 and no less than 16 
between their heat cycles. Once they 
have had a foal they will usually 
have their first heat period in 3 to 15 
days. 

Beef cattle heat periods will last 
anywhere from & to 30 hours. The 
average is 16 hours. It will be 18 to 
24 days between heat cycles with an 
average of 21. After cows have 
calved, it will be 30 to 60 days be- 
fore they have their first heat cycle. 

Sows will have their heat period 
as long as 1 to 5 days with a 2 to 3 
day average. It will be 21 days be- 
tween cycles with a range of 18 to 
24 days. Once sows have farrowed it 
will be 1 to 8 weeks before they 
have their first heat period. 

The final question that is most 
commonly asked is the gestation pe- 
riod or period of pregnancy in days 
for horses, cattle, and sows. 

Mares will range from 329 to 346 
days. Many people say around elev- 
en months. The average is 336 days 
that they carry their foals. Cows 
range from 274 to 291, with an aver- 
age of 282 days. Sows will be 110 to 
116 days with an average of 113 
days. One of my professors in col- 
lege use’! “u say that the easiest way 
to remember a sow’s gestation peri- 
od is 3 months, 3 weeks, and 3 days. 

All of these little tidbits should 
help you in making certain manage- 
ment decisions in your livestock op- 
erations. If you have any further 
questions about livestock, give me a 
call at 894-5596 and I will be glad 
to help you out.

Tips for controlling wild mustard & 
other weeds in winter grazing

Around Coffee County tremen- 
dous amounts of winter grazing are 
planted as cover crops, feed for beef 
cattle and horses. Along with the 
winter grazing many times comes an 
unwanted enemy called wild mus- 
tard. There are some other broadleaf 
weeds that can come in the winter 
such as henbit and others. But noth- 
ing is more aggravating to winter 
grazing than the mustard plant. 

The pritnary control chemical for 
wild mustard is 2,4-D Amine. The 
going rate is one-half to two pints 
per acre, 

It is generally best to apply 2,4-D 
Amine any time from late October 
to early March. The winter grazing 
needs to be in a five or more leaf 
stage. Generally this is when the 
plants are somewhere around five to 
cight inches tall. If you have oats 
planted, do not exceed one pint per 
acre of 2,4-D Amine. 

If you apply 2,4-D Amine to a 
grain crop--such as oats for grain, 
do not use it when the plant has 
reached the early boot stage through 


about the milk stage. Once it has 
matured out you can again use the 
2,4-D Amine. 

Treatment can be applied when 
the grain is in the doe stage to con- 
trol weeds that will interfere with 
harvest, but not from early boot to 
milk stage. Use the high rate of 2,4 
D Amine only where some crop in- 
jury can be tolerated. 

I can assure you that controlling 
wild mustard is something that you 
definitely want to do. It does not get 
better, it simply gets worse from 
year to year if left untreated.

Make sure when using chemicals 
you always read the label thorough- 
ly and understand when and how to 
put the chemical out.

Monday evening the Elba City 
Council got an update on police de- 
partment activities, was told a com- 
mercial ambulance service is lo- 
cating in Elba, approved § an 
ordinance on garbage disposal cost, 
extended the garbage pick-up con- 
tract, approved secking bids on a 
street sweeper, approved new fire 
ie a officers, paid monthly 
bills, and received a written report 
on the status of leases and sales of 
old school property. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
told the council the department had 
made 82 arrests during the past 
month, This included 57 traffic tick- 
ets and 25 criminal arrests, 

The K-9 dog assisted in making 
23 drug arrests around the Wiregrass 
rea in the last two months. He also 
helped find an escaped county jail 
inmate and a robbery suspect. 

Whitworth explained that Elba’s 
K-9 dog often works with other de- 
partments and their dogs in drug 
searches at schools. This cooperative 
effort gets a complete search done 
fast and in a lest disruptive manner 
for the schools. 

Jimmy Hartin, of Hartin’s Am- 
bulance Service, Georgiana, Al- 
abama, told council members his 
firm would be opening a station in 
Elba within the the next two weeks, 
pending state permitting. He said 
they have bid on the contract at the 
local hospital and were hopeful of 
receiving this contract. 

Hartin commended the local res- 
cue squad and said Elba needed to 
keep them, His firm sticks with pri- 
vate transfers, etc. on a 24 hour ba- 
sis, but will be available to assist the 
rescue squad if needed. 


Virginia Long spoke as a member 
of the rescue squad and said she 
could find no member who was op- 
posed to this new firm locating here. 

Council member John Sharpless 
noted that at present there is a one or 
two hour wait for ambulance trans- 
fers to out of town hospitals and 4 lo 
cal firm would speed this up consid 
erably. 

The council officially passed an 
ordinance on free garbage pick-up 
for Social Security recipients. State 
law requires this, Elba has been do- 
ing it but Mayor Jarnes Grimes said 
they could find no permanent or- 
dinance making it the official policy. 

The garbage pick-up contract 
with City Services was extended for 
three years. It was extended for one 
year at this time last year. There is 
no increase in fees, nor any other 
change in the contract. The contract 
can be canceled by Elba with a 45 
day notice to the company, The com- 
pany can terminate the contract with 
a 90 day notice to the city. 

Grimes presented information on 
a street sweeper, which he tec- 
ommended the city purchase. A new 
unit will cost about $82,000 and car- 
ry a one year warranty. However, a 
rebuilt used unit is available for 
$44,000 with a six month warranty, 

Councilman Ben Carpenter was 
opposed to a proposal that the utility 
board buy the unit without bids. He 
said it was just an effort to get 
around the Alabama bid law. 

Sharpless recommended buying 
the new unit if it was going to be 
used as much as the mayor said, “A 
half worn out unit will only last half 
as long,” he said. 

The council voted to seek bids on 
a new street sweeper. They want one

County Commission holds first meeting in 1997

The Coffee County Commis- 
sion’s first meeting of 1997 was a 
smooth one with the commissioners 
moving through a relatively small 
agenda in just over an hour. 

One of the first items of business 
was the matter tabled from the last 
meeting - the condition of the floor 
covering on the bottom floor of the 
courthouse in Elba . 

After a motion to untabled the 
matter for discussion passed, com- 
missioners wasted little time in deal- 
ing with the issue. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
made the motion that the floor tile be 
replaced with a commercial grade in- 
door/outdoor carpet at a cost of 
$2,403.00. New carpet will also be 
placed on each of the porches and 
steps leading into the courthouse. 

Turning to new business, the 
commissioners heard a proposal 


; from the county’s computer pro- 


grammer, John Brim. He told com- 


missioners that it is not possible for 
one man, especially on a part-time 
basis, to keep up with the program- 
ming changes being made in the dif- 
ferent computer software being used 
by the county. 

Brim works for both Coffee and 
Dale counties working in each of the 
counties 20 hours per week. His pri- 
mary duties deal with the revenue 
commissioner's office; however, he 
works with all the county offices 
which are on computers. 

His proposal .vas to enter into a 
maintenance coniract with Gemini 
Consultants to keep the computer 
software being used by the probate 
office updated. The software pres- 
ently being utilized by the office was 
purchased from Gemini. Cost of the 
eae would be $6,500.00 annual- 


After several questions concern- 
ing the proposal were fielded by 
Brim, the commissioners voted to ta- 
ble the matter until the next meeting. 
Commissioners were given a copy of 


the proposed contract for their re- 
view. 

Another matter concerning the 
probate office was discussed during 
Monday’s meeting. Probate Judge 
William Gammill appeared before 
the commissioners asking them to 
create one additional slot in the En- 
terprise office. 

The judge apologized to the com- 
missioners for coming before them 
with such a request out of the budget 
cycle. The new operating budget for 
the county was voted on, and ap- 
proved, in September of 1996, 

He told commissioners that the 
last time a slot had been added to the 
Enterprise office was in 1983 or 
1984. Since that time, the work loads 
have increased considerably. 

Gammill noted that in 1983 there 
were about 98 or 99 different tags in 
the probate office. Now, there are 
more than 200 different type tags 
handled by his office. 

In 1983, approximately 3,500 
documents came through the probate 


Elba’s school system in good shape

School Board meeting on Thursday, 
January 9th revealed the systern is in 
good shape financially.

within the next few days, if the 
weather cooperates, He said the con- 
tractor had committed to getting the 
project ready the moment the weath- 
er allows. 

The contractor on building the 
dugouts and press box will build the 


dugouts first, to insure they are 
ready for baseball season, Pearce 
said. That way, bad weather will not 
prevent the use of the new ball fields 
for the 1997 baseball season. 

The engineers for the connector 
road have requested to meet with the 
school board at their February meet- 
ing. This is a City of Elba project, 
however city officials are co- 
ordinating the project with school of- 
ficials, 

The three school superintendents 
in Coffee County met last week with 
Representative Garreth Moore to ex- 
ress their concerns on school fund- 
ing and other related matters, Pearce 
explained to the board. He said it 
was a good meeting and the super- 
intendents left the meeting, which 
was held in Elba, with a positive at- 
titude. 

High School Principal David 
Stokes and librarian Margaret Cal- 
houn gave board members an update 
on two school projects. The in-house 
generated daily news program, su- 
pervised by Calhoun, is creating in- 
terest among students and praise 
from observers, Calhoun reported. 

The status of the high school’s 
venture into the Internet was also 
discussed. Stokes showed board 
members an example of the re- 
sponses the “Elba High Home Page” 
(http://www .alaweb.com/~dstokes/ 
ehs.htin) is already creating with in- 
terests outside the school. Board 


members saw copies of an Internet 
letter from an English teacher in an- 
other school system who had read of 
Elba’s continuing success on stan- 
dardized — tests wanted  in- 
formation on duplicating it in his 
school, 

Stokes said Elba students are al- 
ready having computer contacts with 
schools across the nation as weil as 
foreign countries, They are also us- 
ing the computer Internet connection 
to do research on school projects. 

Stokes said, “Our program is not 
cutting edge, but ahead of a lot of 
other schools around the country.” 

An additional computer with In- 
ternet connections is ue donated 
by an Internet access firm in En- 
terprise, Pearce told board members. 
this unit will be placed in the Ele 
mentary school. 

The board adopted an arnendment 
to the official boar’ policy adopting 
“Site Base’) Management.” This for 
malizes what both Elba schools were 
already doing, Pearce explained. 

The schools will formally appoint 
“a committee made up of teachers/ 
support staff, parents and local inter- 
ested citizens to provide input into 
the development of local school bud-

The budgets prepared by the prin- 
cipals, with the input of the com- 
mittee will be presented to <ie super- 
intendent for board approval each 
year.
